U.S. Seizes Mortgage Giants 


Freddie, Fannie takeover aimed at stabilizing market turmoil 


WASHINGTON I The Bush administration 
seized control Sunday of troubled mortgage 
giants Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac, aim- 
ing to stabilize the housing market turmoil 
that is threatening financial markets and 
the overall economy. 

Treasury Secretary Henry Paulson is bet- 
ting that providing fresh capital to the two 
firms will eventually lead to lower mortgage 
rates, spur home-buying demand and slow 


the plunge in home prices that has ravaged 
many areas of the country. 

The huge potential liabilities facing each 
company, a result of soaring mortgage defaults, 
could cost taxpayers tens of billions of dollars, 
but Paulson stressed that the financial impacts 
if the two companies had been allowed to fail 
would have been far more serious. 

“A failure would affect the ability of 
Americans to get home loans, auto loans and 


other consumer credit and business finance,” 
Paulson said. But more importantly, “Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac are so large and so 
interwoven in our financial system that a 
failure of either of them would cause great 
turmoil in our financial markets here at home 
and around the globe,” he added. 

The companies, which own or guarantee 
about $5 trillion in home loans, about half the 
nation’s total, have lost $14 billion in the past 
year and are likely to pile up billions more in 
losses until the market begins to recover, (ap)

Consumer Impact of Bailout Limited 


But rescue of Fannie, 
Freddie could lead 
to lower lending rates 

NEW YORK I The government’s his- 
toric bailout of Fannie Mae and 
Freddie Mac on Sunday will be 
good news to home buyers and some 
homeowners hoping to refinance if 
it leads to lower mortgage rates, as 
experts expect. 

But for homeowners already 
behind on their mortgage payments, 
or who owe more than their homes 


are now worth, the plan unveiled 
Sunday by Treasury Secretary 
FTenry Paulson offers little in the 
way of extra relief 

“The bailout will give the mort- 
gage industry a stability that we 
haven’t had in a couple of years,” said 
Rich Cosner, president of Prudential 
California Realty. “But, frankly, no, 
it won’t help [struggling borrowers] 
to refinance.” 

Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac 
play a critical and increasingly dom- 
inant role in the mortgage market. 
The companies buy mortgage loans 


from banks and package those loans 
into securities that they either hold 
or sell to U.S. and

more loans. 

While not a cure- 
all, the bailout is still 
a step in the right 
direction, industry 
observers say. It will 

at least “keep the 

lanes in the mortgage freeway open,” 
said Greg McBride, a senior financial 


analyst at Bankrate.com. 

If mortgage rates fall, that will 
attract more potential buyers into 
the market, which, in turn, will help 
to prop up home prices, he said. 

He expects mortgage rates on 
a conventional, 30 -year fixed-rate 
home loan to fall over the next few 
weeks. But continued investor wari- 
ness and a depreciating housing 
market will keep rates from drop- 
ping further. “We’re not looking at 
sunshine and daffodils in the hous- 
ing market anytime soon,” he said.

In Key West, evacuation orders 


became mandatory Sunday for tour- 
ists and the approximately 25,000 
residents alike, but traffic off the 
lone highway from the island was 
steady rather than jammed. 

Mike Tilson, 24, was preparing 
to ride Ike out in his houseboat. 

“I got tarps and champagne,” 
he said as he pushed a wheelbar- 
row of supplies including FTeineken 
beer, ice and a loaf of bread down 
the dock. 

“It’s just a good party. I’ll stay.” 

The reluctance to leave didn’t 
surprise FTugh Gladwin, the director 
of the Institute for Public Opinion 
Research at Florida International 
University, who has studied evacu- 
ations in Florida and after FTurri- 
cane Katrina.

Rivals Agree on One Thing 


McCain, Obama are 
both harshly critical 
of Republican Party 

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. | Sen. Barack 
Obama isn’t Sen. John McCain’s 
only opponent. Sometimes McCain 
sounds like he’s running almost as 
hard against President Bush and the 
Republican Party as he is against 
Obama, his Democratic rival for 
the White House. 

The GOP is guilty of indulg- 
ing in a spending spree of taxpay- 
ers’ money, McCain laments. They 
haven’t solved huge problems such 
as the looming insolvency of Social 
Security and Medicare, passing on 


huge lOUs and perplexing issues to 
future generations instead of fix- 
ing them as they had promised. He 
doesn’t name Bush, but the impli- 
cation is clear: It happened on his 
watch and he signed bills that made 
the deficit soar. 

“We began to value power over 
principle,” McCain said in Colora- 
do Springs, Colo. Some lawmakers 
turned corrupt and wound up in 
jail, he said at a rally in Albuquer- 
que, N.M. 

“Change is coming, change is 
coming,” McCain promised, pro- 
jecting an image of independence 
and political populism. 

McCain’s criticism rankles White 
House officials who are eager to 


build up Bush’s legacy. They are 
quick to strike hard at anything 
they perceive as criticism from 
almost any quarter, particularly 
the media. But Bush aides are giv- 
ing McCain a free pass even as they 
quietly grumble about how pointed 
his attacks have become. 

At the GOP convention, McCain 
was not shy about telling Republi- 
cans they had lost their way. 

“We were elected to change 
Washington, and we let Washing- 
ton change us,” McCain said. 

Instead of being offended, the 
delegates loved it. McCain’s camp 
calculates he can get away with it 
because he has strong support with- 
in the party, terence hunt (ap)

Early Obesity Takes Its Toll

Doctors: Overweight 
teens showing more 
signs of liver damage 

TRENTON, N.J. | In a new and dis- 
turbing twist on the obesity epidem- 
ic, some overweight teenagers have 
severe liver damage caused by too 
much body fat, and a handful have 
needed liver transplants. 

Many more may need a new 
liver by their 30s or 40s, say experts 
warning that pediatricians need to 
be more vigilant. The condition, 
which can lead to cirrhosis and 
liver failure or liver cancer, is being 
seen in kids in the United States, 
Europe, Australia and even some 
developing countries, according 
to a surge of recent medical stud- 
ies and doctors interviewed by The 
Associated Press. 

The American Liver Founda- 
tion and other experts estimate 
2 percent to 5 percent of Ameri- 
can children over age 5, nearly all 
of them obese or overweight, have 
the condition, called nonalcoholic 
fatty liver disease. 

“It’s clearly the most common 
cause of liver disease,” said Dr. Ron- 
ald Sokol, head of public policy at 
the liver foundation. 

Some experts think as many as 
10 percent of all children and half of 
those who are obese may suffer from 


it, but note that few are given the 
simple blood test that can signal its 
presence. A biopsy is the only sure 
way to diagnose this disease. 

Experts blame obesity, with 
about two-thirds of all Ameri- 
cans overweight. With fatty liver 
disease becoming more common 
in adults, many experts predict it 
will become the top cause of liver 
transplants by 2020. 

“There aren’t enough livers to go 
around,” says Dr. Philip Rosenthal 
of the University of California-San 
Francisco Children’s Hospital. 


A patient of his, Irving Shaffino, 
a 15-year-old Mexican-American 
who lives outside Lubbock, Texas, 
was lucky to get a transplant a year 
ago. He was in end-stage cirrho- 
sis and, at 5 feet 434 inches tall, 
weighed 180 pounds. 

UCSF Children’s Hospital, 
with money from a state health 
program, agreed to do the liver 
transplant. Rosenthal took over 
care of Irving, and said that with- 
out a new liver, Irving would have 
died, maybe within a few months.

Obama: Abortion Response Too Flip

“And so, all I meant to commu- 
nicate was that I don’t presume to 
be able to answer these kinds of 
theological questions,” he said in an 
interview on ABC’s “This Week.” 

In a separate interview, the 
answer came easier for Obama’s 
running mate. Sen. Joe Biden. 

“I’m prepared as a matter of 
faith to accept that life begins at 
the moment of conception. But 
that is my judgment,” Biden said 
on NBC’s “Meet the Press.” “For me 
to impose that judgment on every- 
one else who is equally and maybe 
even more devout than I am seems 
to me inappropriate in a pluralistic 
society.” (ap)

Secretary of state 
defends U.S.-Iraq ties 
amid spying claims 

RABAT, MOROCCO I Facing allega- 
tions the U.S. spied on its Iraqi 
allies, Secretary of State Condo- 
leezza Rice on Sunday defended 
the relationship between the two 
governments as “very open and 
transparent.” 

The top U.S. diplomat did not 
directly confront the assertion, 
raised in a new book by Bob Wood- 
ward, that the Bush administration 
spied extensively on Iraq Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki and oth- 
ers in the Baghdad government. She 
was asked how the United States 
would rebuild trust with Iraq if 
such spying took place. 

“I can say that we have an open 
and political diplomatic relation- 
ship with the Iraqis that is coop- 
erative,” Rice told reporters on her 
trip to North Africa. 

“I myself work constantly with 
Prime Minister Maliki, and we 
share information,” she said. “And it 
is a very open and transparent rela- 
tionship, as is befitting friends who 
have been through as much as we

Hurricane Ike Approaches Havana 



Storm kills at least 
48 in Haiti; Cubans 
evacuate to shelters 

CAMAGUEY, CUBA | Ike roared across 
low-lying islands Sunday as a Cate- 
gory 4 hurricane, destroying homes, 
sweeping away boats and bringing 
more rain to waterlogged commu- 
nities in Haiti, where at least 48 
people died in the floods. 

Slamming into the southern 
Bahamas, Ike bore down on Cuba 
on a path that could hit Havana 
head-on, and hundreds of thou- 
sands evacuated to shelters or 
higher ground. 

At least 48 people died as Ike’s 
winds and rain swept Haiti, and a 
Dominican man was crushed by 
a falling tree. It was too early to 
know of deaths on other islands 
where the most powerful winds 
were still blowing. 

The center of the hurricane hit 
the Bahamas’ Great Inagua island, 
where screaming winds threatened 
to peel plywood from the windows 
of a church sheltering about 50 peo- 
ple, shelter manager Janice McK- 
inney said. 


“All we can do is hunker down 
and pray,” reserve police officer 
Henry Nixon said from a shelter on 
Great Inagua where about 85 people 
huddled around a radio. 

The U.S. National Hurricane 
Center predicted Ike’s eye would 


strike somewhere along Cuba’s 
northern coast Sunday night and 
possibly hit Havana, the capital 
of 2 million people with many old 
buildings, by Monday night. 

Cuba’s government said more 
than 224,000 people were being 


evacuated in the central-eastern 
province of Camaguey alone. For- 
eign tourists were pulled out from 
vulnerable beach resorts, and plans 
were under way to distribute food 
and cooking oil to disaster areas.

Canada’s PM Calls Early Elections 


In effort to bolster 
grip on power, Harper 
dissolves Parliament 

TO RO N TO I Canada’s prime minister 
on Sunday triggered an early elec- 
tion, dissolving Parliament in a bid 
to bolster his party’s grip on power 
in a vote next month that will be 
the country’s third national ballot 
in four years. 

Prime Minister Stephen Harp- 
er says he expects the election on 
Oct. 14 to produce another minority 
government, but recent polls show 
that the Conservatives might be 
able to win the majority they need 
to rule without help from opposi- 
tion parties. 

Analysts said Harper’s party has 
a better chance of winning now than 
if it had waited until being forced 
into a vote later, when the Cana-

dian economy might be worse off 
or after Canadians could be influ- 
enced by the results of the United 
States’ presidential election. 

In 2006, the Conservatives 
unseated the Liberal Party, which 


had held power for nearly 13 years, 
but as a minority government they 
have been forced to rely on opposi- 
tion lawmakers to pass legislation 
and adopt budgets. 

Electoral legislation that Harper 
helped enact after he came to power 
in 2006 fixed the date for the next 
election in October 2009. But a 
loophole allows the prime minis- 
ter to ask the governor general to 
dissolve Parliament, which Harper 
did Sunday after signaling in recent 
weeks that he was leaning toward 
an early election. 

Harper said he is running on 
economic issues and has stressed 
his opposition to an energy tax pro- 
posed by the Liberals. 

“Between now and Oct. 14, Cana- 
dians will choose a government to 
look out for their interests at a time 
of global economic trouble,” Harper 
said on Sunday, rob gillies (ap) 


U.S. Orders New 
Review of Attack 
In Afghanistan 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | The U.S. 
military said Sunday it has “new 
information” about an Ameri- 
can attack that Afghanistan says 
killed 90 civilians and it is send- 
ing a senior military officer to the 
country to review its initial inves- 
tigation that concluded no more 
than seven civilians died. 

The military did not say what 
new information had emerged. But 
Afghan and Western officials say 
Afghanistan’s intelligence agency and 
the United Nations both have video of 
the aftermath of the airstrikes on the 
village of Azizabad showing dozens 
of dead women and children. 

An Afghan government commis- 
sion has said 90 civilians died in the 
Aug. 22 bombings, a finding that

Challenges Await Zardari 

New Pakistani leader 
faces pressure to curb 
attacks, boost economy 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN | Pakistan’s 
new president only has to look at the 
last week to see a daunting sample 
of the challenges ahead. 

A suicide bombing killed 35 peo- 
ple. A U.S.-led raid from Afghani- 
stan into Pakistan’s volatile north- 
west, apparently aimed at Taliban 
and al- Qaeda militants, set off a 
firestorm of public criticism after 
it left at least 15 people dead. The 
flagging economy showed no signs 
of rebounding, and the public wants 
quick results on all of them. 

Asif Ali Zardari may have easily 
won Saturday’s election by legisla- 
tors, setting offjubilation by support- 
ers of him and his late wife, Benazir 
Bhutto, but he is unlikely to have 
much time to relish the victory. 

Zardari kept out of the spotlight 
Sunday, preparing to be official- 
ly sworn in within a couple days. 

Newspaper editorials made clear 
he has a lot to prove, particularly to

World s most powerful 
atom-smasher to be 
aetivated at Swiss site 

G E N E VA I It has been called an “Alice 
in Wonderland” investigation into 
the makeup of the universe — or 
dangerous tampering with nature 
that could spell doomsday. 

Whatever the case, the most 
powerful atom-smasher ever built 
comes online Wednesday, eagerly 
anticipated by scientists worldwide 
who have awaited this moment for 
two decades. 

The multibillion- dollar Large 
Hadron Collider will explore the 
tiniest particles and come ever 
closer to re-enacting the big bang, 
the theory that a colossal explosion 
created the universe. 

The machine at CERN, the 
European Organization for Nuclear 
Research in Geneva, promises sci- 
entists a closer look at the makeup of 
matter, filling in gaps in knowledge 
or possibly reshaping theories. 

The first beams of protons will 
be fired around the 17-mile tunnel 
to test the controlling strength of 
the world’s largest superconducting 
magnets. It will be about a month 


before beams traveling in opposite 
directions are brought together in 
collisions that some skeptics fear 
could create micro “black holes” 
and endanger Earth.

The project has attracted 
researchers of 80 nationalities, 
about 1,200 of them from the 
United States, which contributed 
$531 million of the project’s price 
tag of nearly $4 billion. 

“This only happens once a gen- 
eration,” said Katie Yurkewicz, 
spokeswoman for the U.S. contin- 
gent at the CERN project. “People 
are certainly very excited.” 

CERN’s collider has been under 
construction since 2003, financed 
mostly by its 20 European member 
states. The U.S. and Japan are major 
contributors with observer status in

$1508 company aims 
to push the envelope 
without drawing ire 

SEARCH I When Larry Page and 
Sergey Brin founded Google Inc. on 
Sept. 7, 1998, they had little more 
than their ingenuity, four computers 
and an investor’s $100,000 bet on 
their belief that an Internet search 
engine could change the world. 

It sounded preposterous 10 years 
ago, but look now: Google draws 
upon a gargantuan computer net- 
work, nearly 20,000 employees 
and a $150 billion market value 
to redefine media, marketing and 
technology. 

Perhaps Google’s biggest test 


in the next decade will be to find a 
way to pursue its seemingly bound- 
less ambitions without triggering 


a backlash that derails the com- 
pany. 

“You can’t do some of the things 


that they are trying to do with- 
out eventually facing some chal- 
lenges from the government and 
your rivals,” said Danny Sullivan, 
who has followed Google since its 
inception and is now editor in chief 
of SearchEngineLand. 

Google’s expanding control 
over the flow of Internet traffic 
and advertising already is raising 
monopoly concerns. The intensify- 
ing regulatory and political scrutiny 
of Google’s expansion could present 
more roadblocks in the future. Even 
now, there’s a chance U.S. antitrust 
regulators will challenge Google’s 
plans to sell ads for Yahoo Inc., a 
fading Internet star whose recent 
struggles have been magnified by 
Google’s success. 


Privacy watchdogs also have 
sharpened their attacks on 
Google’s retention of potentially 
sensitive information about the 
650 million people who use its 
search engine and other Inter- 
net services like YouTube, Maps 
and Gmail. 

If the harping eventually 
inspires rules that restrict Google’s 
data collection, it could make its 
search engine less relevant and its 
ad network less profitable. 

To protect its interests, Google 
has hired lobbyists to bend the 
ears of lawmakers and has ramped 
up its public relations staff to sway 
opinion as management gears up 
to conquer new frontiers. 

“Google will keep pushing the 
envelope,” predicted John Bat- 
telle, who wrote a book about the 
company and now runs Federated 
Media, a conduit for Internet pub- 
lishers and advertisers. “It’s one 
of the things that seems to make 
them happy.” michael liedtke (ap)

Hanna Causes Little Local 


Cleanup in full swing; 
many without power 
after Saturday storm 

Sweeps of the areas hit hardest by 
Tropical Storm Hanna have revealed 
surprisingly little damage to neigh- 
borhoods, water systems and roads, 
even as thousands remain without 
power, officials said Sunday. 

With the help of a bright, sunny 
day that followed the area’s first 
tropical storm of the year, residents 
and building inspectors could see 
that the floodwaters reached only 
a handful of homes and did little 
more than temporarily submerge 
side streets throughout Northern 
Virginia. 

In the Huntington neighborhood 
of Fairfax County, where about 50

people were evacuated Saturday 
as Cameron Run rose, county offi- 
cials said a door-to-door search of 


114 homes found that only four had 
sustained any water damage, all of 
it in basements. 


Damage 

By midday, fewer than two 
dozen secondary roads remained 
closed in Fairfax and Prince Wil- 
liam counties, officials said. More 
than 2,500 homes, however, 
remained without power, mostly 
in Northern Virginia and Mont- 
gomery County. 

Officials said Hanna lacked 
the tropical wallop they had 
feared. Tropical storm-force winds 
appeared not to reach the immedi- 
ate Washington area. The storm 
was less like Hurricane Isabel, 
which brought heavy winds and 
wide-scale flooding in 2003, and 
more like a large thunderstorm sys- 
tem. At Reagan National Airport, 
the peak wind was 33 mph, 6 mph 
less than the minimum for a tropi- 
cal storm.

NFL I Tom Brady screamed. The 
fans went quiet.

REDSKINS I The ligaments in his 
right knee, repaired so carefully 
with a surgeon’s tools last fall, would 
never fully be tested until a game 
mattered. So it came to Thursday 
night in the first game of the season, 
and if there ever was a time for Car- 
los Rogers to trust that those stitch- 
es and attachments were in perfect 
working order, this was it. 

For a moment, he held his breath. 
Then he ran, legs pumping across the 
artificial turf at a gait unlike any he 
had tried since he first came off the 
crutches. He stopped. He ran again. 
And, eventually, as the first game of 
the season wore on, the worry went 
away. He was healthy again. He knew 
it. And the feeling was good. 


There are, in football, different 
kinds of speeds. And when you are 
returning from an injury as devastat- 
ing as the one Rogers suffered, there is 
a natural disinclination to completely 
trust your health ever again. 

For Rogers, the Washington 


Redskins’ cornerback, the long 
training camp and preseason games 
were a test. But somehow, no matter 
how hard you work in training camp 
or in the exhibition games, you will 
never stretch yourself as far, or push 
a limit quite like the regular season. 


This is when you know whether you 
can ever feel right trying to do the 
spectacular again. On Thursday, it 
took Rogers a full defensive series 
before he knew. 

“It’s something you can’t worry 
about,” he said Friday after the 
Redskins’ 16-7 loss to the New York 
Giants. “You just have to play. You 
got to believe it will be fine.” 

Of course, in that first Giants 
possession was a play on which New 
York wide receiver Plaxico Burress 
was wide open on a 30 -yard pass 
from Eli Manning that came on a 
blown coverage by Rogers. Add in 
the 19 -yard catch Burress made 
just in front of Rogers and this was 
the bulk of the Giants’ offense in 
those first few moments. Once the 
series was over and Rogers knew 
his knee would be fine. New York 
never scored another touchdown.

Samuel L. Jackson 
adds a layered role to 
his long list of credits 

DIVERSE I Samuel L. Jackson has 
played his share of good and bad 
cops as well as likable and unlik- 
able crooks. 

“If you do enough movies, you’re 
going to play cops a lot, and you’re 
going to play bad guys,” says the 


59 -year-old actor. 

Over the years, Jackson has pre- 
pared for his roles by training with 
various law enforcement agencies, 
including the Los Angeles Police 
Department’s elite SWAT team, the 
Secret Service, the FBI, the CIA and 
various branches of the military. 

Jackson counts 113 feature films 
to his credit, and he’s not planning 
to quit — or slow down — anytime 
soon. Earlier this year, he starred in 


the sci-fi thriller “Jumper” and had 
a cameo as superhero Nick Fury in 
the summer hit “Iron Man.” 

He also has three more films 
coming out this year, including the 
comedy “Soul Men,” co-starring the 
late Bernie Mac, and “The Spirit,” a 
comic book adaptation from noted 
comic book writer Frank Miller in 
his directorial debut. 

In the Neil LaBute-directed 
thriller “Lakeview Terrace,” in 


theaters Sept. 19, Jackson plays 
an LAPD officer with a chip on 
his shoulder. Abel Turner’s beef 
isn’t with a criminal foe or a com- 
manding officer, but with his new 
next-door neighbors. Turner is a 
widower trying to raise two chil- 
dren and instill in them his high 
moral standards. They live on a 
quiet suburban cul-de-sac, and 
Turner is the unofficial neigh- 
borhood watchdog. He’s also a 
traditionalist with conservative 
values. 

The arrival of Chris (Patrick 
Wilson) and Lisa Mattson (Kerry 
Washington) next door gets his 
blood boiling. From the get-go, he 
doesn’t their lifestyle. (They like to 
canoodle in the nude in their back- 
yard swimming pool.) In response. 
Turner launches a series of pranks 
and insults designed to convince the 
young couple to move out. 

His anger only increases when 
he is placed on extended leave from 
work for using inappropriate force 
— which gives him more time to 
focus his venom on his neighbors. 
As he crosses the line from annoy- 
ing neighbor to dangerous adver- 
sary, the couple tries to fight back. 
It’s only a matter of time before the 
resentment escalates into a poten- 
tially deadly standoff. 

Though audiences may regard 
Turner as the “bad guy,” Jackson 
suggests the label is inaccurate. 

“Abel Turner has a definite 
point of view that he’s not afraid 
to express,” he asserts. “He has 
a moral compass. It just kind of

Get a Piece of the Rock 


A new Web service 
shares sales of songs 
with its customers 

0 N L I N E I Being a trendsetter can be 
pricey. But a new Web site is trying 
to make it profitable for music lov- 
ers to stay ahead of the curve —by 
paying them when other people pur- 
chase MP3s they’ve bought. 

Berkeley, Calif -based Popcuts, 
which publicly launched its Web site 
in early August, charges users 99 
cents per song. Thereafter, whenever 
someone else buys the same song, 
those who have already bought it get 
paid in credit that can be redeemed 


for more Popcuts music. The earlier 
you buy a song, the larger your cut 
of future sales. 

And while credit is currently the 
payment option, the site’s founders 
hope to eventually pay cash, too. 

Hannes Hesse, 28, one of the 
company’s three founders, said the 
idea came from a desire to better 
align the interests of artists who 
want to sell their music and fans 
who want to get it for free. 

“We thought that by providing 
this extra incentive to buy a song 
legally, namely, owning a stake 
in that song, would make it more 
attractive to buy,” Hesse said. 

The site’s selection is still pretty

slim — it includes about 700 songs 
from about 200 artists. 

Anyone making music can sell 
their tunes through the site. Popcuts 
takes 10 to 20 percent of song sales. 
Artists can determine what cut they 
get, and the rest goes to fans. 

Since fans who buy songs early 
get a larger cut, Hesse thinks people 
will search for and buy new tunes 
that sound promising. 

Popcuts’ future is uncertain, 
though. It’s navigating a market 
populated by several large, estab- 
lished players. Still, Mike McGuire, 
an analyst for Gartner Inc., said 
Popcuts’ model of sharing with 
users can be very effective. Besides 
making money, users might feel as 
though their purchases are helping 
to invest in the bands on the site. 

Then, “I as a consumer can say, 
‘Hey, I’m doing my part,”’ McGuire

Fleetwood Mac alum 
Buckingham releases 
an unexpected album 

M u S I C I With “Gift of Screws,” Fleet- 
wood Mae’s Lindsey Buekingham 
has given a surprise present to his 
fans — and his reeord eompany. 

“The reeord just showed up. We 
didn’t expeet it at all,” Warner Bros. 
Reeords COO Diarmuid Quinn 
says. “Lindsey wanted to get it out 
quiekly. He’s got a window he has 
to deal with, and we’re willing to do 
whatever he needs us to do for him 
beeause we think he’s great.” 

It is indeed a small window that 
Warner Bros, and Buekingham are 
dealing with. With a Fleetwood 
Mae tour and possibly some new 
reeording looming in early 2009, 
the album eomes out Sept. 16, while 
Buekingham hits the road for six 
weeks of dates Sept. 7- 

Buekingham aeknowledges that 
the album is “a little more aeeessible

and familiar” than some of his other 
solo releases. And “Gift of Serews” 
has an interesting history. 

Buekingham was making a solo 
album with that title in 2001 when 
Fleetwood Mae deeided to reeon- 
vene for sessions that beeame 2003’s 
“Say You Will” album and the world 
tour that followed. Buekingham 


allowed the group to pilfer several 
of the songs intended for that album 
— with, he hastens to explain, no 
regrets on his part. 

“It’s happened maybe five other 
times in the past that the maehin- 
ery or the polities of Fleetwood Mae 
moved in, intervened and something 
was put on the shelf,” he says. 

Buekingham’s initial “Gift of 
Serews” reeordings have been 
widely bootlegged; the eurrent 
version ineludes several of those 
songs, among them the title traek, 
“Right Plaee to Fade” and “Wait for 
You.” Fleetwood Mae’s Miek Fleet- 
wood and John MeVie appear on 
the album. 

“I didn’t really go in there and 
plan to make a roeking album,” 
says Buekingham. “For whatev- 
er reason, this seems to hearken 
baek to earlier work, Fleetwood 
Mae in partieular. I think that’s 
something the reeord eompany 
reeognizes and feels good about.”

MUSIC I Not many musicians can 
rock a bedazzled accordion like 
Julieta Venegas. 

Despite her petite frame, the 
popular and talented Mexican sing- 
er-songwriter has a hefty stage pres- 
ence and brings a joyful, universally 
appealing energy to her shows. 

In the late 1990s, Venegas sported 
dark mascara and black fingernails, 
and sang gloomy punk ballads. But 
starting with the 2003 album “Si,” 
her style evolved into catchy, upbeat, 
keyboard-laced pop tracks mixed 
with Tijuana’s traditional norteno 
sound, which mixes German button 
accordion with Mexican folk music. 

“It was a real slow process,” she 


said of her musical evolution. “I was 
looking for a way to express what I 
felt through song, and as I got older 
it became clearer how best to com- 
pose these songs that dealt with 
certain emotions and sentiments: 


sadness, melancholy, feelings that 
are harsher.” 

Venegas’ eclecticism is a result 
of her border-town upbringing. 
The 37-year-old was born in Long 
Beach, Calif, and raised in music- 


rich Tijuana. In her teens, Venegas 
loved Tijuana’s punk-rock scene 
but has always had a fondness for 
norteno music. 

“I’ve always been fascinated with 
the accordion and the people who 
played it,” she said. “I think it’s very 
similar to the piano, but ... the accor- 
dion allows you to be closer in with 
the audience, and I like that.” 

Venegas’ latest album is “MTV 
Unplugged,” which features a large 
acoustic band reinterpreting some 
of her older songs, and backing her 
on four new ones, for the venerable 
MTV program. 

When she makes her D.C. 
debut Tuesday, Venegas will bring 
along a 15-member mini-orches- 
tra to help re-create the arrange- 
ments in the “Unplugged” special.

When the 1,020 -foot Explorer of 
the Seas cruises through North 
Atlantic waters next year, it’ll spend 
more time off the coast of New Eng- 
land and less time near Canadian 
shores, and it’s not because of bet- 
ter vistas. 

Royal Caribbean International 
and other cruise lines have begun 
charting a new course in search of 
routes that eat up less fuel. Already 
one of the industry’s biggest costs, 
record fuel prices have cut heavily 
into the bottom line. 

The impact of shifting itiner- 
aries will certainly have implica- 
tions beyond the bottom line of 
cruise operators, creating winners 
and losers in port towns all along 
the way. 

When cruise ships pull into 
Maine’s Bar Harbor, passengers 
spend an average of $105 each while 
ashore, according to a 2002 Uni- 


versity of Maine study. 

Explorer of the Seas can carry 
more than 3,000 passengers. 

A ship even half that size could 
mean nearly $160,000 per visit. 
That means big money in Port- 
land, which expects close to three 
dozen visits next year from ships 
that can carry between 1,000 and 
3,000 passengers. 

While Portland stands to reap 
big rewards from the itinerary 
changes, port cities along Cana- 
da’s Atlantic coast could be on the 
losing end. 

Canada’s Atlantic ports saw a 
33 percent jump in cruise ship visits 
between 2000 and 2007, accord- 
ing to the Atlantic Canada Cruise 
Association. 

“It’s disappointing to be losing a 
bit of business, but we realize that 
cruise lines have to make decisions 
based on best-business practices,” 


said Betty MacMillan, vice chair- 
woman of the Atlantic Canada 
Cruise Association and business 
development manager of the port of 
Saint John, New Brunswick. 

Royal Caribbean International 
changed the fall itinerary for the 
Explorer of the Seas along its north- 
ern route next year, shortening the 
distance between ports. Rather than 
sail from New Jersey to Quebec City 
and back, the ship will add stops 
in New England and go no farther 
than Halifax, Nova Scotia. 

Fuel consumption was the pri- 
mary reason, said Vice President 
Diana Block. 

“You have to look at where the 
biggest benefit is financially with 
the least impact on the guests,” 
she said. 

Annual fuel bills for cruise lines 
can add up to hundreds of millions 
of dollars, and their ships can gobble

up tens of thousands of gallons of 
fuel on any given cruise. The price 
of intermediate fuel oil, which most 
cruise ships use, has risen in tan- 
dem with crude oil. 

Many cruise lines have added 
fuel surcharges to passenger bills, 
but energy costs continue to cut into 
profits and squeeze margins. 

Cruise lines have also begun 
using energy-efficient light bulbs 


and new window coatings that 
reflect the heat from the sun to keep 
rooms cooler. They’ve also been 
using new hull paint that reduces 
a ship’s drag in the water. 

And, increasingly, cruise lines 
are altering itineraries so ships 
can slow down and reduce their 
travel distances, said Lanie Fagan, 
spokeswoman for the Cruise Line 
International Association. Carnival 
Corp., Norwegian Cruise Line and 
others have said high fuel costs are 
a factor in new routes. 

“While it is paramount to offer a 
cruise itinerary that a guest wants 
to sail, the design and sequence of 
that itinerary can be evaluated to 
minimize the distance between 
ports of call and the speed neces- 
sary to accomplish that itinerary,” 
Fagan said. 

In many cases, passengers will 
barely notice the difference. 

Besides changing port calls on 
some routes. Royal Caribbean is 
reviewing its departure and arriv- 
al. In some cases, ships are leaving 
port half an hour earlier at night or 
arriving half an hour later in the 
morning — allowing ships to trav- 
el at slower speeds between ports.
